court jury trying Francis M. Car- 
roll on the same charge, that <pn 
the third day of Dwyer's trial last 
November, the youth told him he 
"had to plead guilty." 


"My life has been theratened," 


he quoted Dwyer as sawing, "my 
mother has been threatened, and 
I've got to get out of here." 


Abbott said 
Dwyer 
told 
him 


Carroll had made the threats. 


Two weeks before that trial, at 


which Dwyer pleaded guilty and 
was sentenced to life imprison, 
ment, Abbott said Dwyer told him 
a story "substantially the same as 
at this trial." 


In nearly three days of testi- 


mony last week, Dwyer charged 
not only Dr. Littlefield's slaying

senate 
investigating 
committee, 


said he had been asked by threo 
farmers whose crops hnd been de- 
stroyed to represent them before 
the group. 


"Until Buchanan lake in kept 


empty, there will bo repetition of 
these floods," Taylor said. 


"To 
i.fford 
flnod 
protection a 


dam must have Its gates open and 
its lake full of nlr. As a reservoir 
for power production. It must bo 
full of wntcr. The two functions 
aro absolutely antagonistic."

A good way to get rid of them 
is to pour gasoline in their beds. 
A poisonous sure riddance is to 
make a syrup of 1 Ib. sugar, 1 
quart hot water, add to it 1-4 
ounce arsenato of soda.

some point in this descent, 
but today no one seems big 
enough to put^ it over.

The parole of prisoners 


has been discussed often in 
the last year or two. Abuses 
of the system have made 
many people condemn it 
outright. 
Others have de- 


fended it without making 
its usefulness plain to their 
hearers. Sensible and clari- 
fying words on the subject 
were spoken by Gov. Hoey 
of North Carolina to the 
section on criminal law at 
the American Bar Associa- 
tion convention. 


"We have had all meth- 


ods of 
law 
enforcement, 


some good and some bad, 
but crime continues to in- 
crease," he said. "Probation 
and parole 
are 
the 
two 


agencies which enlightened 
states have established in 
an effort to aid in the solu- 
tion of the crime problem." 


Pointing out that many 


people seem to forget, that 
practically all prisoners, ex- 
cept life termers, are going 
to be released sooner or la- 
ter, Gov. Hoey said: 


''The theory of parole is 


that it is often safer to re- 
lease a prisoner under su- 
pervision and with the re- 
mainder of a sentence sus- 
pended during good beha- 
vior than for him to serve 
until the last day and walk 
out absolutely free 
from 


any restraint and without 
anyone being interested in 
his superivsion 
or 
direc- 


tion."
